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Sir: 

In reply to the Advisory Action dated March 17, 2008, Applicants submit the 
foUov^ing additional Remarks. 



Applicants thank the Examiner for pointing out the inadvertent error in the 
Amendment and Reply filed February 11, 2008, v^here the Applicants incorrectly stated 
"[t]he compoxmds recited in the '586 application have a hydrogen in the 2-position 
(corresponding to the Z-group in the present claims)." (Amendment and Reply, page 21, 
lines 9-10). Applicants regret the error. 

In the Amendment and Reply, the Applicants also stated that the compounds 
recited in the *586 application all have a hydrogen group in the 7-position (Amendment 
and Reply, page 21, lines 10-12) and directed the Examiner's attention to Exhibit A 
showing unexpected results for the compounds of the present application compared to 
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those disclosed in the '586 application. Furthermore, the Examiner has stated that the 
Applicants have successfully overcome the 103(a) rejection, which included a rejection 
over the '586 application, by a showing of unexpected results Therefore, the unexpected 
results shown for the '586 application compared to the present application should 
overcome the rejection based on nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting. 

Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of the claims be withdrawn. 



Conclusion 



All of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider and withdraw all presently outstanding rejections. Applicants 
believe that a full and complete reply has been made to the outstanding Office Action 
and, as such, the present application is in condition for allowance.
